Karl Hazen, a representative of 
the Personal Products Division of 
' Johnson & Johnson set up three 
shopping carts in the store's center 
aisle and explained the ground 
rules to Miss Jones, telling her she 


would be the only one able to fill 
the baskets, that she could use 
only one basket at a time and that 
there was a $250 limit. 

That limit was probably reached 
in less than two minutes as the 
grinning winner.threw double han- 
dfuls of steaks, chops, hams, roasts 
and ground beef into the first cart. 

While Hazen counted off the 
minutes on the store's public ad- 
dress system (the first cart was 
almost half full by the time he 
called out "30 seconds") a crowd 
gathered to clieer Miss Jones on.

SOUTH BAY-The City Com- 
mission tentatively accepted a 
comprehensive plan during its 
regular meeting Tuesday night and

Dr. Richard Ormon of Barker, 
Osha and Anderson presented the 
plan, along with a revised land use 
map, to the commission but agreed 
to make several changes asked 


7 immediately by commissioners. 


Commissioner Don Tanner 
voiced the first objection to the 
plan, saying he didn’t want to in- 
clude language in the plan which 
said backpumping is causing 
hypereutrophication in Lake 
Okeechobee. 

"We all make our living off of 
farming," he said. “other people 
may have proof backpumping is 
damaging the Lake but'I don’t 
believe it. I've lived here all my life 
and the lake is just as good as it 
was 40 years ago.” 

Ormon said he would make the 
change if the rest of the com- 
mission concurred and made the 
note when Mayor Billy Wells 
agreed with Tanner. 

There were several passages in 
the plan draft referring to back- 
pumping and Ormon agreed to 
strike out all of them. 

Tanner also objected to a 
passage in the draft which said 
there were certain reasons to 
believe it might be in the city's 
best interests to consolidate the 
city's police functions under the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff's Of- 
fice. 

"If'we turn over our police to the 
Shériff" he said, "we'll lose our 
identity as a city.” 

+ "Ormon.said he would also delete 
that passage. 

There were only a couple. of 
questions and one minor change to 
the land use map Ormon presented. 
Other changes suggested during an 
earlier meeting had already been 
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accomplished. 

Ormon said the next step is to 
make a few editorial changes in the

“You get a bunch of high school 
kids coming on a tour through the 
bank," he said, “the first. thing 
they want to see is the money. 
They're not interested in anything - 
else; and it would be more secure 
than the vault we have now.”

he insisted on was the long canopy 
covering parking spa in (Һе, 
front of the bank branch. “I wan- 


ted people to be able to park and 
cóme in without getting wet.” 


The younger Mock pointed out 
the Japanese-style gardens 
surrounding the walkway, into the 
main entrance, with flowers and 
other plants and gravelled grounds 
set off by a stone fountain and a 
fish-stocked pool running under 
the walkway. 

The Mocks said the bank is a 
complete Belle Glade operation 
and: all the clerks are residents of 
the city.

Yet it was Martin Luther in 
the 16th Century who is usually

at Christmas. 


Many centuries before, the : 


Egyptians took green date palms 
as symbol of “Ше triumphant over 
death." Pagan Romans worshiped 
the sun god in the feast of Satur- 
nalia at the time. A tree was trim- 
med with trinkets, candles, and 
sometimes an image of the sun god 
was placed on the top. 

Christians usage of the 
evergreen tree, as we have, said, 
goes back to Luther, who when he 
was walking through the forest one 
night^in the snow saw a small fir 
tree covered with glistening flakes. 
He stopped to see the reflections of 
thousands of stars shining like a 
shimmering light. He cut the tree 

and took it home and lighted it 
with candles. The evergreen tree is 
the symbol of eternal life. The star 
placed on the top reminds us of the\ 
one which shone over Bethlehem 
many years ago. 3 " 
Speaking of the star, we think of 
„the favorite Christnias flower, the 
„poinsettia. The Honorable Joel

to South Carolina. After a great 
deal of difficulty, he finally got it to 
grow in this country.

Carols or songs about the birth 
of Christ began, perhaps, in the 
second century. Carol singing is 
recorded in the fifth century. 
Probably Francis of Assissi is the 
father of the Christmas carol 
because he led the people in songs 
of praise as they viewed his 
nativity scene in 1223. From the 
joyous singing came one of the 
mont liked customs of Christmas. 

So much of the commercialism 
obscures the meaning of Christ- 
mas, but when you see the green

ber Jesus Christ who came to give 
us eternal light. Don't forget that 
behind all at Christmas time, stan- 
ds the Son of God who lights the 
way for all who would come and 
find peace!

‘The level of Lake Okeechobee on 
December 14 was at 16.53 feet 
above mean sea level (msl). Even 
though the level has decreased 
from an October 31: high of 16.75 
feet msl, this is-approximately two 
feet higher than normal for this 
time of year. ў 


Lake level decreases slightly 


Around the District, rainfall has 
varied over the last month and 
water levels are almost all above 
normal. The only exception to this 
is the Upper Kissimmee Basin, 
where rainfall has reached only 
14% of normal, (2.85'') since the 
beginning of the dry season. 

The Lake Istokpoga, Indian Prai- 
rie (Lower Kissimmee Basin) has 

received a.dry season total of 
5.48", or 117% of normal. 

The Fort Pierce area was particu- 
larly wet with 3.52’’ in November,

which is about 229% of normal, 
total dry season rainfall has been 
8.44'' or 119% of normal. Stages in 
area canals remain about normal 
with automatic controls- governing 
the levels.

: The District Court's Stipulated Order provides that, if valid claims exceed one 
million dollars, HUD has the option of having the Order dissolved in which case NTO 
and HUD may negotiate a modified settlement or proceed with further litigation. Thus, 
claimants should realize that the submittal of a claim determined valid by a PHA may 
result in full, partial, or no payment, on the total amount of valid claims 
submitted to HUD, or the final outcome 
to receive a copy of the Stipulated Order or a claim form may do so by making their 
request known to a local PHA. 

Individuals wishing to submit a claim must fill in the claim form made a part of this 
Notice and must submit it to the Public Housing’ "в address indicated on the 
claim form, or such other ‘Public Housing Agency if different from the ad- 
dress indicated, within 120 days from December 7, 1978. No claims will be accepted af- 
ter the end of the 120 day period, April 5, 1979. a
